The Strike 
Has Ended 



Bla Coal Companies Have 
Agreed to Accept the 
Miners* Terms- 



No Order Has Yet Been Issued 
However to The 
Men. 



It Is Belief That This Will 
Be Done Almost at 
Once. 



Philadelphia, Oct. 17.— The great 
strike of the anthracite mine workers of 
Pennsylvania, which was begun on Sep- 
tember 17, ended to-day, when the Penn- 
sylvania >S: Rending Coal & Iron Co. and 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Company agreed 
to abolish the sliding ecaie in their re- 
gions and to grant an advance in wages 
of 10 per cent, net, the advance to remain 
in operation until April, 1901, or there- 
after. This action meets the demands of 
the Scrantou minors' convention. The 
decision was arrived at after a confer- 
ence between representatives of the in- 
dividual coal operators and the large coal 
carrying companies. The conference be- 
gan yesterday, and to day's action was 
the culmination of the recent meeting of 
the individual operators at Scranton, fol- 
lowing the mine workers' convention in 
the same city. 

Nearly all of the collieries in the coal 
regions had previously to the mine work- 
ers' convention, posted notices granting 
an advance of 10 per cent. The mine 
workers, in considering this, demanded 
that the sliding scale in the Lehigh and 
Schuylkill districts be abolished, the in- 
crease to be guaranteed until April, 1001, 
and other difference be submitted to ar- 
bitration. The individual operators 
agreed to everything and the appoint- 
ment of a committee to induce the Read- 
ing and Lehigh companies to abolish the 
sliding scale and make the wage increase 
permanent followed. Just how soon the 
official order notifying the men that the 
strike is ended and to return to work 
will be issued by President Mitchell can 
only be conjectured. It is the belief 
here that no order to return will be issued 
until a notice similar to or in line with 
that of the Reading and Lehigh com- 
panies is posted at all the mines.

Senor Silvela, 
it is understood, has accepted these con- 
ditions and the nomination of Gen. Lin- 
ares is, therefore, practically assured.

New York, Oct. 17.— Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton's challenge for tile America cup was 
accepted by the New York Yacht Club 
to-day, and a committee was empowered 
to arrange the terms of the proposed 
match and make any arrangements as to 
dates, courses, number of trials and sail- 
ing regulations and all other conditions.

LIGHTERMEN'S STRIKE. 

It Is Causing Serious Trouble to Traf- 
fic in Eguland. 

London. Oct. 17.— An additional three 
hundred lightermen to-day joined the 
fifteen hundred men now on strike. There 
does not seem to be any prospect of the 
trouble being arbitrated. The conges- 
tion of boats is now more serious. Hun- 
dreds of barges of provisions and mer- 
chandise remain unloaded, affecting traf- 
fic seriously and affecting the merchants, 
who are waiting for the goods. The 
strikers will be assisted by ihe action of 
a leading merchant, who disapproves of 
the stand taken by the Employees' As- 
sociation, He lias mnde a deal direct 
with the men's union and hereafter will 
do his own literage.

United States Infantry Surprises a Tarty 
and Captures Gen. Alvarez. 

Manila, Oct. 17.— Under cover of a 
stormy night, Cupt. Elliott, of the For- 
tieth Infantry, surprised the enemy's 
headquarters at Oroquieta, Island of 
Mindana, and captured, without lighting, 
Gen. Alvarez, with his staff and 25 sol- 
diers. 

The capture is important and will tend 
to pacify the district. Alvarez had for a 
long time been provoking hostilities in 
Mindana. It was he who effected the 
disastrous attack on Oroquieta some time 
ago, and he was preparing for another 
when he was captured. 

Detachments' of the 20th and ISth regi- 
ments engaged the rebels near the Ubun- 
gnn, in Southern Panaya, routing them, 
killing twenty and wounding many.

Pekin, Oct. 15, via Tien Tsin, Oct. 17, 
via Shanghai, Oct. 17.— Prince Ching and 
Li Hung Chang have addressed a joint 
meeting of the foreign envoys, fixing Sat- 
urday next for the first meeting to dis- 
cuss the conditions of peace. 

London, Oct. 17.— The Chinese minis- 
ter here asserts that peace negotiations 
have actually begun at Pekin, between 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries and the re- 
presentatives of the powers, in the Tsung 
li Yamen buildings, which have been giv- 
en over to the Chinese for that purpose. 

Berlin, Oct. 17.— M. do Giern and the 
Russian legation, according to n de- 
spatch from Tien Tsin to the Koiuische 
Zeitung, have been ordered to return to 
Pekin within a few days. 

Hongkong, Oct. 17.— Advices from 
Canton say it is reported there that Sun 
Yat Sen, the reformer, captured Hul 
Chow last Monday. The Cantonese as- 
sert that if Htti Chow, which resisted 
the insurgents in the Tai Ping rebellion, 
falls thus, the rebels will be able to take 
Canton within a week. 

Admiral Ho, with the bulk of his 
forces, left Sam Chun this mornirg in 
pursuit of the rebels, leaving 250 troops 
to protect Sam Chun, and sending 200- 
to garrison the Mandarin station at 
Nao Tan. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 17.— Detailed re- 
ports to the war otlice of the occupation, 
of Mukden, Mnnchurin, show that the 
Russians met with strong opposition nt 
Sehacho, where the Chinese, with 30 bat- 
talions, 20 field guns and Krupps and 
Maxims, occupied the railway embank- 
ment and heights. The fighting contin- 
ued from 9 in the morning until 4 in the 
afternoon. After artillery preparations, 
the whole Russian column was thrown 
against the Chinese, who, by evening, 
were in full retreat. Next day the Chinese 
made a less stubborn stand in a strong 
position on the mountain chain. The 
position was captured at noon, but the 
Russia.ua were unable to pursue the Chi- 
nese, owing to extreme fatigue and the 
dililcult nature of the country. 

The Russians, in the course of two 
days' operations, lost 50 killed and 
wounded. They captured several guns-

One of tho reasons Mr. II. H. Cook, 
who at lust general elections was the 
Liberal candidate in East Simooe, Out., 
gives for leaving {lie party is the broken 
promises of the Liberal leaders in re- 
gard to reducing the public expenditure.

"Perhaps the most definite and posi- 
tive promise made by our party to the 
electorate was that the public debt

•' "We cannot but view with alarm the 
large increase of the public debt, and of 
the controllable annual expenditure of 
the Dominion, and the consequent undue 
taxation of the people under the gov- 
ernments that have been continuously in 
power since 1S7S, and we demand the 
strictest economy in the administration 
of the government of the country.' 

"Not to t?peuk of statements made by 
other prominent and leading men of the 
party, for whose utterances we could 
hardly escape responsibility, I will give 
a few extracts from speeches made in 
amplification of this promise by mem- 
bers of the present government prior to 
the last general election: 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurier said: 'If we get 
into power we will follow the example of 
Mr. Mackenzie, and 1 will say that, al- 
though we may not be able to bring the 
expenditure to what It was under him, 
we can reduce the amount two, yes, 
three millions of dollars per year."

SIR ERNEST SATOW. 

Britain's New Minister to China a Very 
Able Man. 

From the London Telegraph. 

Sir Ernest Mason Satow, K. C. M. G., 
whose appointment ns successor to Sir 
Claudo MacDonald in the difficult and 
laborious post of British Minister at 
Pekin is announced, has a very large 
and varied experience of the Fast and 
its ways. He lias been more than thirty- 
nine years in the diplomatic service, and 
the greater portion of his time has been 
spent i nthe Orient. Sir Frnest was 
born in 1843, and after taking his B.A. 
degree at London University he entered 
the Queen's service abroad in August, 
1801, as a student interpreter in Jap. in. 
British relations with the government of 
the Mikado were uot so cordi ll then as 
they are now, and young Satow had only 
been a couple of years in the country 
when the troubles arose which culmin- 
ated with tho battle of Kagisima in 
September, 1803, and the bombard men t 
of Shimonoscki, just a twelvemonth la- 
ter. At both the engagements Mr. Sa- 
tow was present in his capacity of inter- 
preter. From that period until 1870 he 
remained in Japan, and in the latter j ear 
was appointed second secretary at the 
Legation in Yedo, which at the tune was 
the seat of the Japanese government. In 
1SS3 Mr. Satow was made a I'.M.C. 
and having ascended varijus rungs of 
the diplomatic ladder, was sent in Janu- 
ary, 1884, to Buugkok- as British agent 
and consul general, receiving promotion 
to the rank of Minister Resident a year 
later. In 1S88 he went to .Montevideo as 
British Minister, and in 1893 was select- 
ed as the Queen's representative in Mo- 
rocco, but two years afterward was 
transferred to Tokio, receiving about the 
same time his K.C.M.G. He now prac- 
tically exchanges with Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald. By those who are well acquaint- 
ed with Sir Frnest Satow's diplomatic 
career he is regarded as a "strong man," 
and one whom even Chinese duplicity 
will have some dilficnity m deceiving,

We believe that a much 
larger use will this year be made of the 
fruit box in place of the barrel, and that 
tile famous high quality fruits of the 
province will be put up in an attractive 
and reliable manner. 

"We say reliable manner advisedly, 
for it has been admitted by the leading 
dealers and handlers of Canadian fruit 
in this country that the packages are so 
fairly tilled witli evenly graded fruits 
that, they secure the confidence of the 
whole trade. We have no doubt after 
the advice that has been given the pack- 
ers of Canadian fruits that they will al- 
ways be put up in the same style. We 
publish these few facts because the sea- 
son will soon be opening, when very 
large quantities will be put. on sale, 
and there is no doubt that they will 
meet a free enquiry when they arrive. 

"We are particularly pleased to testify 
to the quality of the Canadian fruits. 
They are far superior to the American, 
the flesh of the fruits are finer, more 
juicy and toothsome, whereas a good 
many of the California Newton apples 
hard and quite different to those sent 
from Canada. This is proved indirectly 
by the excellent, prices which rule best 
for Canadian stuff, and we hope that 
the public will create a larger demand 
than ever for the finest fruits which 
will be shipped to us from the patriotic 
colony which sent such brave volunteers 
to uphold the glory of England in South 
Africa. We throw out a hint to tho re- 
tail fruiters and dealers in the cities and 
towns of the United Kingdom. Why, 
not ticket up these fruits as 'Canadian.' 
If that were done the public would do its 
duty without hesitation and a taste of 
the 'real thing' would soon create an 
immense demand for the finest fruits 
from the fair Dominion of Canada."

View of the Situation no Taken in Wash- 
ington. 

A despatch from Washington to the 
Montreal Witness says: -The appearance 
in Washington of a member of the Anglo- 
American commission to adjust questions 
still in dispute between this country and 
Canada, has been the signal for an in- 
quiry from several sources whether th 
commission was soon to have another 
meeting. 

"Tm- commission can hardly bo BOld to 
be functus olileio," was the response of 
an officer of the department of 
state, who has access to the commission's 
minutes, "hut it is dormant. It may 
meet again, or it may dissolve without 
further action. When it last adjourne ' 
it was to meet at a fixed date. By mu- 
tual consent, however, this meeting was 
indefinitely postponed. I suppose the 
only way it could be got together again 
would be by the call of the two chair- 
men, and they would not issue a call ex- 
cept at the instance of their respective 
governments." 

"Lord Pauncefote is credited with de- 
siring to round out his service ns am- 
bassador in Washington by signing a 
treaty which should insure permanent 
peace between Canada and the United 
States over the boundary question," it 
was suggested. 

"That is doubtless true," wns the an- 
swer, "and on this side of the line we 
have so kindly a feeling for His Lordship 
that we should bo glad to see his ambi- 
tion gratified; but it does uot seem ex- 
pedient to any one to bring mat- 
ters nny nearer a head while important 
election's are pending in both countries. 
Should President McKinley and Sir 'Wil- 
frid Laurier both win in the elections, it 
i* not unlikely the negotiations would 
hi resumed a't the point where they 
wore dropped. Sir Wilfrid would feel 
a little firmer in his seat than now, and 
be proportionately bolder towards his own 
people; the President, moreover, would 
probably be stronger with the senate in 
his second than in his first term. Never- 
theless, lie would otill need Democratic 
votes to carry through any treaty, for 
the Republican senators from the Pacific 
Oast would be sure to oppose anything 
that the Canadians would consent to put 
into such an instrument. 

"You see, the whole thing pivots on 
tho one question of giving the Canadians 
a tidewater privilege of their own. They 
wanted first to run a permanent line, 
so as to give them a tidewater outlet. 
We would not do that, but offered them 
the lease of a port, and a highway to it, 
for fifty years, with full sovereignty 
rights over the leased strip of territory- 
Canadian police, customs house, etc. They 
would not accept any lease short of 90!) 
years. We argued with them that it 
would be to their advantage to take our 
offer, because at the end of fifty years 
it was possible anil even probable, thai 
they would not have any further need 
of the port, or of the land leading to it. 
and then they would be relieved of nil 
further responsibility in connection with 
it. Rut this consideration did not 
weigh for much with them, 

"On the other hand, we could not of- 
fer them anything better than we did, 
and will probably never offer them again 
anything so good, lice -.use of the bitter 
opposition from our brethern on the Pa- 
cific Coast, who, as long as the Canadians 
are shut off from the tidewater altogeth- 
er, enjoy a monopoly Of the traffic 
which grows out of the development of 
the Yukon gold fields on both sides of 
th>? boundary. Give the Canadians an 
outlet of their own, and the American 
monopoly disappears. Hence the ob- 
stiriancy of cur friends on the Coast." 

"They object lo the line Secretary 
Hay assented to in the Hay-Puuneefote 
modus, do they not? 

"There are critics who will object to 
anything on earth. The line of the Hay 
modus keeps the Canadians twenty miles 
back from the coast, except ar the 
White Pass, where the watershed is so 
plain that no reasonable mind can deny 
the fairness of giving the Canadians that 
nearer approach. Even there the dis- 
tance is thirteen miles. But what does 
seem strange is that the same persons 
who belabor Secretary Hay for running 
his line within twenty miles of the coast 
have no censure to pass upon Secretary 
K-eitsi. who settled the Stikine river 
controversy by a modus running a line 
within nineteen miles of the coast— near- 
er than Secretary Hay's line. That 
modus is still alive, so far as I know, yet 
we never hear of any one's raising an 
outcry against it, or calling Mr. Evnrts 
names because of his concession. The 
difference is all due to tho fact that in 
the Yukon country there is something we 
arc greedy to git, and in the Stikine 
country there is not. Hence one secre- 
tary who does something is all wrong, 
while another secretary who does the 
sum? thing, only more so, is all right."

CARIBOO MINE. 

'This Year's Output May Be Three 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

From Ashcroft Journal. 

The Cariboo mine has washed up a 
large amount of gold which will be sent 
down in course of the season; $135,71)0 
was sent down two months ago. The 
present clean-up is known to be larger, 
although the exact amount is not yet re- 
ported.

Mr. E. V. Bodwell, representing the 
syndicate which purposes giving Victoria 
connection with the Great Northern rail- 
way system over the Victoria & Sidney 
railway and by ferry, had another con- 
ference with the mayor and aldermen 
yesterday when a draft agreement was 
presented. Mr. Bodwell also presented a 
petition signed by citizens representing 
So, 000, 000 in real property asking the 
council to submit a by-law on the lines 
of the scheme laid before the council on 
the previous evening by Mr. Bodwell 
Captain S. F. Mackenzie, of Vancouver, 
and Mr. F. J. Wheeler, general agent of 
the great Northern Railway for British 
Columbia were present, as were the 
members of the council, with the excep- 
tions of Aid. Cooley and Stewart. 

After calling the meeting to order 
Mayor Hayward asked the council to ex- 
press an opinion as to whether the report- 
ers should bo allowed to attend the meet- 
ing. He thought it preferable to arrange 
the details in private. 

Mr. Bodwell was in favor of the re- 
porters being present, for, as he explain- 
ed, the company wished to take the pub- 
lic fully into their confidence. 

A short, discussion ended in the de- 
cision that the press should be admitted, 
and Mr. Bodwell opened by reading the 
petition to the council.

All the claims taken up have been record- 
ed under the laws of British Columbia, and 
should complications arise over the locu- 
tion of the boundary line, it would be a 
most serious matter, and be the cause of 
endless litigation.

Tables are prepared show- 
ing In detail the production of metallifer- 
ous mines for the last four years, the pro- 
duction of motnls by districts and divisions, 
and much other valuable Information. An 
Interesting feature Is the tabulated list of 
the samples of ore sent to the Paris Expo 
sltlon. Two large maps accompany the 
report. The hook was printed In Victoria 
by Richard Wolfenden.

From Monetary Times. 

Professor Loudon, president of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, with the courage of his 
convictions, makes a formidable arraign- 
ment of the Ontario school system, which 
he regards us radically defective and waste- 
ful of the students' time, delaying for years 
the period at which it Is possible for them 
to graduate tit the University. A recent 
visit to Germuny enables him to contrast 
I his system with what he found In opera- 
tion there, where students begin to study 
foreign languages at ten or eleven years of 
age, and graduate at nineteen. We shall 
probably he told by defenders of the pre- 
sent system in Ontario that this means the 
substitution of modem tor dead languages. 
'I he loss of time, which President London 
deplores, is. he conceives, without nay com- 
pensation, for students, when through the 
High school, have often reached only 
very mediocre degree of attainment. Ar- 
rived at the university the main business 
of the student Is to remedy the defects of 
bis previous training. President Loudon 
deprecates the multiplication of examina- 
tions which have attained a height and 
weight to make them an "incubus," no less 
than 706.300 examination papers having 
been Issued last year. Dr. Ryerson. when 
be became superintendent of education, be- 
gan by an Intense admiration of the 1 rus- 
slan system or education: but now Germany 
has left us so far behind. In the estimation 
of l'rofessor Loudon, that lie bids us chance 
our whole" system Iu conformity with that 
of Germany. Let us hear what the de- 
fenders of the present Ontario schools, as 
they exist, to-day have to say. A long and 
bitter controversy may follow, though not 
necessarily.

tablishment of a railway aud car ferry 
service connecting the city of Victoria 
with the Mainland: 

Aud whereas, in order to encourage 
aud assist the said undertaking the cor- 
poration has agreed to grunt the conces- 
sions, bonuses and privileges hereinafter 
referred to. 

Now this agreement witnesseth that 
the parties hereto mutually agree with 
each other as follows: 

1. The trustee shall take all necessary 
steps to procure the incorporation at the 
next session of the legislative assembly 
of the province of British Columbia of a 
company (hereinafter called "the com- 
pany" which shall, among other tilings, 
possess the following powers, that is to 
say: 

la.) The power to construct, operate 
and maintain a line of railway over the 
streets of Victoria hereinafter named, so 
as to connect the Victoria & Sidney 
railway as it at present exists with the 
Esquimalt oc Nauaimo railway, and to 
make tralllc and other agreements and 
contracts for the transfer of freight and 
passengers with each of the said railway 
companies'; and with power also to ex- 
tend the said line to such other po ; nts 
and over such other streets or ways with 
iu the corporate limits of the city of 
Victoria as may at any time and from 
time to time hereafter be agreed uihhi be- 
tween the corporation and the company 
so to be formed. 

(b.) With power to construst, operate 
and maintain a car ferry service be- 
tween the terminus of the Victoria ec Sid- 
ney railway company fit Sidney and 
a convenient point at or near the mouth 
Of the Eraser river. 

(c.) With power to construct, operate 
and maintain a line of railway from a 
point at the mouth of the Fraser i 
on the south side thereof, and extending 
in an easterly direction through the di 
tricts of Delta and Surrey to a point 
where a connection can be conveniently 
made with the Westminster & Southern 
railway, and also to extend the said rail 
way to such other point east of sail 
connection as may be determined upon 
by the company, and with power to amal- 
gamate and enter into tratlic and other 
arrangements for the transfer of pnssen 
gers nnd freight with the Great Northern 
and other railway corporations. 

'2. The company, when incorporated 
shall proceed with all due despatch to 
construct, and not less than six months 
from the date of the passage of the act 
of incorporation, shall commence the con- 
struction of that portion of the said rail 
way in the city of Victoria which . is 
necessary to connect the Victoria & Sid 
ney railway system with that of the Es- 
quimau ec Nauaimo railway, and that 
other portion of the said railway which 
shall extend from the mouth of the Era- 
ser river to a point where it shall form 
connection with the Westminster & 
Southern railway in the district of Sur- 
rey, nnd shall also build, equip and put 
iu operation an ellicient railway ferry 
capable of transferring, with reasonable 
despatch, at least four hundred (-100) 
passengers on each trip, together with 
not less than eight loaded cars and other 
freight as may be delivered for 
transportation to the said company, at 
a speed of not less than fourteen (141 
miles per hour, and shall operate the said 
ferry as a daily nnd continuous service 
between the terminus of the Victoria & 
Sidney railway at the harbor of Sidney 
aforesaid to the point which shall be se- 
lected on the Eraser river as the western 
terminus of that portion of the railway 

to be i structed through the districts 

of Delta and Surrey aforesaid. 

li. The company shall enter into such 
I raffle -arrangements with the Great Nor- 
thern railway as shall procure the trans- 
portation over the road herein referred 
to of the freight passing over the trans- 
continental In f the said road, and de- 
signed for the city of Victoria, and also 
provide till reasonable facilities for pas- 
senger trnfllc, 

4. The company shall enter into such 
traffic arrangements with the Victoria iV- 
Sidney railway company as shall ensure 
to the said last-mentioned company the 
payment of a reasonable freight and pas 
senger charge for all freight and passen- 
gers transported by the company over its 
road, having regard to its mileage nnd 
the usual conditions which are attached 
to traffic arrangements between railway 
companies transferring freight and pas- 
sengers to each other's lines. 

5. If the railway ferry to be construct- 
ed an aforesaid shall be completed before 
the line of road between the mouth of 
the Eraser and the junction of the rail 
way on the Mainland with the Westmin 
ster it Southern railway is finished, tin 
company shall operate the said ferry be 
tween Liverpool, the present terminus of 
the said Westminster & Southern rail- 
way, and Sidney, so as to transfer loaded 
cars and passengers directly between the 
said points. 

(>. The company shall establish over 
said line of railway and ferry a reason- 
able scale of freight and passenger rates 
so as to encourage as far as possible the 
interchange of commodities and passen- 
ger travel between local points on the 
said line of road and the city of Victoria. 

7. In consideration of the construction 
and operation of the said railway and 
ferry system, the corporation agree as 
follows: 

(1) The company, when inenrprrrntod, 
shall have a permanent right of way for 
the construction of its track and the oper- 
ation of the said railway over the fol- 
lowing streets of the city of Victoria:

corporation; nnd the corporation shall al-

(4) The road-bed, rolling stock and pro-

< ling into force of the by-law hereinaf- 
ter referred to. 

(o) The corporation shall also pay year- 
ly to the company for the period of twen- 
ty (20) years from the date of the com- 
mencement of the operation of the said 
railway, the sum of fifteen thousand doP 
lain (:>15,000) per year, as a cash bonus, 
ami the council shall make provision for 
'he payment of the first payment of the 
said bonus to the company on the 1st day 
of January, 1001, and shall provide for 
the raising of the sum of fifteen thott- 
MUlld dollars ($150,000) per year every' 
year for the period of twenty (20) years 
next ensiling the said 1st day of Janu- 
ary, 1901; provided, however, that none 
of the said payments shall be made to 
the company until the said railway or 
ferry service is in actual operation, and 
r-'aily for the conveyance of passengers 
and the transportation of freight; and 
provided also, that if at any time here- 
after the company shall permanently 
cense to operate nnd maintain the said 
railway or said ferry service, then nil 
payments of the said bonus shall cease. 

<0) Rut the corporation agree, that the 
company substantially observing and per- 
forming tin.' stipulations of this agree- 
ment, they will on the 1st day of Jann- 
iry in each year during the said period, 
pay to the order of the company the said 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) 
in cash without any deductions whatso- 
ever. 

(7) The council of the corporation shall, 
upon the execution of this agreement, 
forthwith prepare and pass a by-law rati- 
fying the same and providing for the 
raising of the said cash bonus, nnd shall, 
with all reasonable despatch, submit the 
said by-law for ratification by the rate- 
payers under the provision of the Muni- 
cipal Clauses Act. 

(X) It is also agreed between the par- 
ties hereto that in the act of the legisla- 
te assembly of the province of Pritish 
Columbia incorporating the said company, 
provision shall be made for the adoption 
by the company of this agreement, and 
that when the said company shall be in- 
corporated and when the directors there- 
of shall adopt this agreement, the same 
shall be binding upon the corporation and 
the company, respectively, in the same 
manner, and with the same effect in all 
respects as if the proposed company were 
now in existence and actually named as 
a party to this agreement. 

The clauses were discussed seriatim, .a 
number of suggestions being made for 
the guidance of the solicitor. 

It was pointed out by Mr. liodwell that 
tiie city only had power to lease the 
market property for five years, and as 
the company would require a 50 year 
lease it would be necessary to have the 
Municipal Act amended. 

Aid. Yates wanted some assurance 
that the Great Northern railway com- 
pany was behind the project, and Mr. 
Podwell replied that he hail a letter from 
Mr. J. N. Hill, third vice-president of 
of the company, guaranteeing that all the 
Great Northern freight for Victoria 
would come over the proposed line. 

Mayor Hayward suggested that this 
might kill the steamboat lines to the 
Sound. 

Mr. Bodwell replied that these steam- 
ers would still have the Northern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
freight besides the local tratlic from the 
Sound cities. lie said to satisfy the 
doubting ones he would secure further 
evidence that the Great Northern were 
behind the scheme. As it was the big 
company would operate it as they were 
operating other branch lines such as the 
Spokane Falls & Northern and New 
Westminster Southern. 

Mr. Wheeler— Great Northern money 
will build the road. 

In answer to Aid. Williams, Mr. Bod- 
well said that no doubt the (.'. I'. P. 
could make a tratlic arrangement with 
the company if they wished to bring their 
cars to Victoria. 

There was some discussion as ti 
whether the properly owners along tin 
line of railway through the city would 
have to be compensated, but it was de 
cided that that was a matter for future 
consideration. 

The assurance was given that in build 
ing their railway on the Mainland th 
otnpnny would not follow the river bank 
but would go through the farming sec 
tioii.s, Aid. Williams pointing out that it 
was most important that this should be 
done if the farmers were to be benefited. 

Mr. Bodwell said that although the 
company were asking for six months in 
which to commence work, they hoped 
to commence much earlier than that and 
would probably tuke a year to complete 
the scheme. 

Mayor Hayward said he had been 
much struck with the remark of Mr. 
Bodwell at the previous meeting that the 
city would be relieved of the burden of 
$9,000 a year now paid to the Victoria & 
Sidney railway. He would like to know 
if Mr. Bodwell would guarantee to re- 
lieve the city of this. 

Mr. Bodwell replied Hint he wouh 
not. It would be agreed however, to 
treat fairly with the Victoria & Sidney 
railway, and if the proposition was a pay- 
ing one, the V. & S. would pay the in- 
terest on the bonds, relieving Victoria 
of the charge. His company were giving 
the city a chance to get rid of the 
charge. If the road paid the city would 
be relieved; if not, they would be no 
worse off than at present. 

Aid. Yates said thnt the profits might 
be absorbed by paying exorbitant charg- 
es to officials and by making the short 
road pay an unfair share of the expenses. 

Mr. Bodwell pointed out that this was 
a question between the city and the V. & 
S. railway. The council had the power 
to deal with the matter. The V. &. S. 
might not pay from the start, but it 
would do so eventually. 

Mayor Hayward asked whether the 
company would relieve the city of the in- 
terest on the V. &. S. bonds if the pro- 
posed bonus was increased to $20,000, 
bnt Mr. Bodwell declined to change the 
agreement in this connection. The 
clause, he said, fully protected the city 
nnd gave them a chance of getting rid 
of a bad bargain. 

Aid. Yates asked whether the company 
had bonded or leased the V. &. S. rail- 
way. 

Mr. Bodwell replied that the company 
would enter into a lease of the V. & S. 
railway. 

After passing clause 5 the council 
adjourned until 10 o'clock on Friday 
morning.

But to give England 
fair play is not his idea of the game of 
writing history. 

In the history of the conquest of Mad- 
agascar by France in 1894, we are told: 
"Every moment the English were dis- 
embarking on the coast of the Maud 
armies and ammunition for the Horde." 
This, of course, is a pure invention. 

When we turn to Egypt, we fmd the 
name animus against this country. Tho 
riots in Alexandria in 1SS2 were the 
"inevitable result of British provoca- 
tion." It was British shells that sej 
Alexandria on fire. Arabi respected the 
neutrality of the Suez Canal; "only the 
British violated it." 

In spite of their perfidy, the English 
bungled, .is usual.

The suspension of payments for the re-

"The British rule does not appear firm- 
ly established, either in Manipur or 
the rest of India. Many symptoms in- 
dicate that the natives remain hostile, 
and that the education which they re- 
ceive increases their antipathy for their 
masters, instead of diminishing it," is 
another gem. 

This is how the French professor of 
history treats Uie Kiang-Kheng dispute 
—this place, it will be remembered, was 
ceded by England to China, under th 
understanding that she did not part with 
it to any foreign power. China, on the 
suggestion of the French minister at Pe- 
kin. with rare duplicity, at once handed 
it over to France. England, of course, 
protested, and occupied Mueng-Sin on tho 
Mekong. 

"Was France to lower her head be- 
fore such a challenge? She was already 
at variance with England on the Congo, 
on the Upper and Lower Niger. True, 
England, who respects-no power's rights, 
had brought upon her head trouble in 
every quarter of the world — one conflict 
with Uie United States over Venezuela, 
another -with the German Emperor ovei 
the unjustifiable attack upon the terri- 
tory of the Boers; another wiUi Russia 
over the boundaries of the two Empires 
in Asia; another with the Congo Free 
State over the execution of the pirate 
(sic) Stokes; yet another with nearly tho 
whole of Europe over Turkey, whose 
dismemberment she had, it is said, pro- 
jected." 

The French author goes on to describe 
the humiliation of England, and how sho 
had to concede all that Franco demanded. 

Xext we turn to Africa, and rend of, 
the famous Jacrnn raid. Jameson, wq 
are told, "had already obtained celebrity 
by the ferocity and contempt for the law 
of nations which he had shown in 1803 
in Matalbeleland . . . Everywhere in 
Europe this brutal invasion of an un- 
offending country by pirates having En- 
glish oflicere at their head evoked thi) 
most violent reprobation." Follows much 
abuse of "Sir" Cecil Rhodes, and much 
praise of Oom Paul, "a grand old man. 
with an expressive face, who sits under 
his own verandah." 

The professor now flies to Uganda. 
Here the good French missionaries had 
done all manner of things for the natives 
—or so says M. Marechal— when tho 
brutal, wicked English stirred up the 
Protestants. The agents of the East 
African Company, Captains Lugnrd and 
Williams, furnished arms to the Protcst- 
tauts, and took an actual part in ,thif 
struggle. On January 24 there was it 
horrible massacre of the Catholics. Six 
thousand or 7,000 of them were mowed 
down by machine-guns or were drowned 
in attempting flight . . . The houses, 
schools, and churches were plundered and 
burnt by tho Protestants of Uganda and 
the Nubian troops in the service of the 
company." 

An account of the dealings of England 
with Portugal in South-Eastern Africa

Only 78 per cent, of Britons who are 
entitled to a share in the election of 
members of parliament take the trouble- 
to cast their votes. Yet the cost to the 
candidates who stood in 1K!)5 for the 
present House of (.'ominous was £77.'!,- 
333 .'id., out of a ranximuniu allowed by 
the Corrupt Practices Act of £1.(125.207. 

In all- successful and unsuccessful— 
there were 1,181 candidates, and these 
between the mpollcd 3.8(17.000 votes. 
Thus the cost of every vote polled during 
the last general election worked out al 
3s. 8%d. each: in Scotland 4s. 7%d. Eng- 
land came bet ween the two witli :!s. Hid. 
a vote. 

There were in all 1170 members return- 
ed to the last parliament, so the average 
cost, of tacking "M.P." to a mail's name 
is a fraction over £1,154. 

Expenses varie denormously in differ- 
ent, cases. In constituencies where elec- 
tions were hotly contested they were far 
high* than where candidates wen- re- 
turned unopposed. Mr. Patrick McDer- 
mott's total expenses for his unopposed 
return for North Kilkenny were £15 10s. 
Of the four members for Cork, the most 
extravagant spent but £'J2 Is. lOd. One 
Welsh member— Mr. William Abraham 

returned his total expenses at £21 IDs

He was tried, 
convicted and sentenced August 2.

PRINTING BY PHOTOGRAPHY. 

A New Method That May Revolutionize 
Newspapers.

There seems to bo a likelihood that be- 
fore long moveable types for printing 
will be done away with altogether, and 
their functions, hitherto regarded as in- 
dispensable in the art, performed by in- 
genious photographic processes. The 
bonks of the near future, it is predicted, 
will lie made by photography, and if is 
not improbable that even newspapers 
will bo issued by methods in which the 
camera and dry-plate will take the place 
of the font of metal letters and the 
stereotype from n paper matrix. 

The prediction is based upon recently 
patented inventions of a practical char- 
acter. The originator of the idea pro- 
poses to apply to the reproduction of let- 
ter-press n process not very different 
from that already used in the mechani- 
cal multiplication of pictures.

French Fathers and Converts 
Mold Manchurfan Village 
For Two Months. 



Brave Sisters of Providence 
Rode to Vladlvostock to 
Bring Relief.- 



A story was brought by (he Empress of 
Japan of the thrilling siege of four 
French priests of the Missions Etran 
geres, who, with their Chinese converts, 
the latter not numbering many, defend- 
ed themselves in a Maiiclmriau villa 
for close on two months, against 1,500 
Chinese regulars and 1,200 Boxers. They 
had all but given up hope of successful- 
ly continuing the siege "when relieved by 
the Russian invading army in Man 
churia. The village defended by the 
priests, Santalze, has only about 1,100 
people as its inhabitants in all. Six hun 
ured cannon balls aud 150,000 cartridge! 
were tired into the city, and yet the be- 
tttiegod lost only twenty dead and had 
seventeen wounded, mostly women and 
children. 

The village, was, though, almost com- 
pletely destroyed, and the church, in 
which the converts were at one time 
forced to take retreat, was wrecked. It 
was learned Unit the attacking force had 
170 killed and 70 "wounded. The Chris- 
tians had only fifty guns amongst them 
and these for the most part were Chinese 
guns. 

The Russian force which relieved the 
brave defenders was brought by two Sis- 
ters of Providence, who had never rid 
den before, but who volunteered to ride 
to Vladivostok and get relief. 

One of the tour priests was killed in 
the defence. He was cut off with a party 
of five Chinese in one of their rushes, and 
his ammunition gave out. When his last 
cartridge failed him, he broke a dollar 
into quarters and used these. Then he 
look some paper money, from hi.s pocket, 
burned it, broke his gun, oo that the en 
emy could not use it, and offered his 
neck to the foe. The priest, Father Bor 
gcois, was immediately killed. 

A newspaper correspondent who re- 
turned from China yesterday tells of : 
ghastly execution by Japanese. The vie 
tims, two Chinese, were arrested for as 
sisting Russians to loot and assault Chi 
nese women, were loaded down with 
chains and carried in baskets, supported 
on long bamboos, carried by coolies, 
the place of execution, at Tien Tsin, and 
both were unceremoniously dumped out 
in the centre of a square of soldiers. Til 
were then seized by their queues and 
jabbed a number of times with bayonets. 
Then pieces were cut from their backs, 
and other tortures were inflicted before 
they were at length shot.

While the statement may appear ad- 
verse to the opposition it should not be 
forgotten that the Liberals did not re- 
ceive a majority of the votes polled ut 
the general election of 180(1.

The North 



A- G. McCandless Talks of the 
Late Doings in the 
Klondike. 



Victorian Drowned at Thirty 
Mile— Capt. Irving Also 
Returns.

Several Victorians returned from the 
North us passengers on the steamer 
Humboldt. The arrivals included A. ti. 
McCandless, who left Dawson on Octob- 
er and came up the Yukon on the riv- 
er steamer Columbian; Captain Harris, 
of the river steamer Lightning, who left 
Dawson with the vessel on the 9th, and 
after tying up at While Horse came 
down,, and Captain John Irving, who has 
been into the new finds in the Chiikat 
district. 

News was brought by the trio of the 
death of a Victoria steamboat man, Mar- 
tin Stone, mate of the river steamer Clil- 
ford Slfton, who was drowned from his 
steamer in Thirty-Mile river, lie was 
dragged from the vessel by a. rope and 
drowned. The Columbian met the 
tteamer soon after the accident with her 
flag at half mast and ou enquiry Mr. 
McCandless and other passengers on that 
steamer learned of the tragedy. Stone 
was well known in this city. He was a 
prominent member of the Sons of Lng- 
land. The body was recovered and will 
he brought to this city for interment. 

Mr. McCandless reports that the stam- 
pede to the new finds in the Stewart riv- 
er district was assuming large propor- 
tions. Over live hundred men had gone 
across to Clear creek from Dawson. The 
slampeders included many Victorians. 
Mr. McCandless could not recall the 
names of those who had gone other than 
T. Shaw and those already told of. Good 
reports were being received from the new 
district. He heard that miners took out 
pans valued at thirty cents and bed rock 
had not been reached. 

There was not much smallpox nt Daw- 
son nnd no deaths had occurred. At 
Grand Forks, on Bonanza, there were 
a number of cases and strict quarantine 
had been declared nt Dawson against 
there. The miners, though, were adopt- 
ing all manner of schemes to get in to 
Dawson from the creeks and avoid 
quarantine. Many had to get into the 
capital for provisions. The miners were 
making big detours in the hills and avoid- 
ing the police cordon. One of the Daw- 
son papers reports eleven cases of small- 
pox at the Forks, while another says the 
number is eighteen. The epidemic was 
not creating very much excitement. It 
was, however, owing to the quarantine 
regulations, having an effect on travel 
and business. 

When Mr. McCandless left White 
Horse the larger steamers had all been 
tied up. They ran ten days longer this 
season than last. A large fleet of scows 
were going in with freight. It was ex- 
pected that many of these would be 
caught in the ice. The freight was pret- 
ty well cleared up at White Horse, but it 
had not all been taken in. 

He says the passenger rates were ad- 
vanced because of the rush out at the 
closing of navigation. The fare on Octo- 
ber 1st was increased to $70 first-class 
and $60 second. The rate prevailing on 
the White Pass & Yukon steamers two 
or three weeks prior to that (lute from 
Dawson to White Horse was $55 first 
class and $40 second. During the sum- 
mer the cut rates of $30 nnd $40 were 
effective. 

Few new strikes had been reported nt 
Dawson. The greatest interest was be- 
ing taken in the Stewart river find. Some 
attention, though, was being paid to the 
finds in the Koyukuk district. Mr. Mc- 
Candless says that some of the finest 
gold he has seen, came from there. The 
miners, however, said that they had to go 
about two hundred miles over a hard 
trail in to the mines and supplies were 
most expensive. The tradres charged ex- 
tortionate prices. Big Salmon "district 
was also turning out some fine gold. Big 
things were expected from that district. 

Great satisfaction was expressed nt 
Dawson over the throwing open of the 
claims, but many remarked that this was 
probably a pre-election affair. The gov- 
ernment claims had been advertised for 
sale before aud then the sales had been 
postponed. This time, though, the sales 
came oil, aud the firr'st sale of the crown 
claims under the government order was 
held on October 2. The attendance was 
large, the big Pioneer hall being crowded 
with miners and others. The bidding 
was slow, though, and low prices pre- 
vailed. 

Not. much interest was being taken in 
the Dominion elections in the Klondike. 
The centre of attention there was the 
light for seats on the Yukon council. 
There are two tickets— that of "the 
clique," viz., T. O'Brien "and J. Noel, 
and the "people's" candidates. ,T. Prud- 
homme and Arthur Wilson. Each of the 
tickets have a French-Canadian as one 
of the nominees. Air. McCandless thinks 
Wilson will surely be elected. As for 
Prudhommo it is not so certain. There 
is a story that most of the voters intend 
letting both of the French Canadians 
down and voting for Wilson and O'Brien. 
Wilson hails from Nunaimo. The old 
council was appointed by the Dominion 
government and now the people have the 
election of their own representatives. 
The members of the Yukon council have 
a great deal of power. They control the 
spending of money in the Yukon and the 
requests for appropriations. Wilson and 
rrudhomme are out for reform. 

Captain ,Tohn Irving adds little to that 
already told of the new finds in the late- 
ly ncqnired Canadian district in the Chii- 
kat country. He is, however, satisfied 
of the .richness of the mines there. Trails 
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are being built and arrangements made 
for the opening of government offices to 
carry on the recording and other govern- 
ment work. Captain Irving is down on 
business in connection with his interests 
in the new district. It is understood that 
during the coining season he will operate 
a river steamer on the Chiikat river to 
carry passengers and freight ns far as 
the river will allow of from the coast.
